before nightfall. All the testimony 
showed that the unlighted trailer 
was the original cause of the first 
traffic crash and subsequent tragedy.

VALLEY CITIES TAKE ACTION 


ON COLORADO RIVER SUPPLY 


Cities of southern California inter- 


ested in securing a domestic water 
supply from the Colorado river were 
represented in a meeting in Pasa- 
dena, on October 4th, called by the 
Colorado River Aqueduct associa- 
tion, to consider means of presenting 
to tlie public the urgent need of in- 
corporation of the Metropolitan wa- 
ter district, as provided by act of 
the last legislature. 


In attendance were representatives 


of Pasadena, Los Angeles, Beverly 
Hills, Burbauk, Culver City, Glen- 
dora, Glendale, Santa Monica, Sau 
Mariiio, Santa Ana, Orange, Ana- 
heim, and Colton, in which cities the 
proposition will be presented to the 
voters in the general election on 
November Gth, and of Redlands, Ri- 
verside, and San Bernardino, where 
arrangements for the election have 
'not yet been made. 


"It is the plan of the Colorado 


River Aqueduct association to se- 
cure the appointment of a represen- 
tative- committee in each of the in- 
terested cities, whose duty it will be 
to handle all matters pertaining to 
publicity with regard to the Metro- 
politan water district," said Hiram 
W. Wadsworth of Pasadena, presi- 
dent of the association, in stating 
the purpose of the meeting. 
"Tho 


.magnificent project to be undertaken 
is deserving of serious study and en- 
thusiastic cooperation of the parti- 
cipants." 


That the Metropolitan water dis- 


trict proposition on the November 
ballot is not a bond proposal, but

Everything was 
all right until the calf got hungry, and then there was noth- 
ing doing. 


There are always attractive mavericks in politics. 
But 


there is also that ever-pressing necessity of the source of 
supply for the necessities of life. 
The Republicans have 


worked out an economic system of government. 
The Demo- 


crats are still experimenting—they are incurable experiment- 
ers, seekers after new pastures. Most of us can't afford to 
experiment. 


Inadequate Representation— 


Nearly nine hundred thousand voters are registered in 


Los Angeles county. More voters than the entire population 
of the state of Oregon, or of the states of Nevada, Wyoming, 
Delaware, Arizona, Vermont, New Mexico, Idaho, New 
Hampshire, Utah, Montana, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
North Dakota, or Maine. 


Yet, any of these states possess far better representation 


in congress than does California. Population, shifting from 
the east and middle west to the Pacific coast, has created a 
political problem not prepared for by the forefathers. Old 
states that have lost population, or which have remained at 
a standstill, cling to their present representation. 
A great, 


new empire of people, we are representd with fewer congress- 
men than old communities with half the population. 
This 


is not American. It is not representative government. There 
must be a determined stand for congressional reapportion- 
ment in the next congress. 


In Our Own Valley— 


There is no question but that the buildrhg of the great 


San Gabriel dam will benefit all communities in the valley 
during the next five years. 


Not only will it keep from fifteen hundred to three thou- 


sand men actively engaged at good wages, but it will consume 
a huge amount of material, much of which will be manufactur- 
ed right in this valley. The crushed rock utilized is by itself 
a tremendous item. Most of it will come from the existing 
plants in this immediate valley. The cement will come from 
plants in the east end of southern California. Enough rock 
and cement will be used to compare with the output of the 
luggest plants for an entire year. These plants must also 
cure for the great demands for road expansion. More roads 
will he built in the southland in the next five years than ever 
before in history, or more, probably, than in all the years of 
the past put together. 


The dam will be under construction next spring. Prepar- 


ations should be made by every community to absorb some 
of the work and material of this vast project. 


Fire Demon s Toll— 


Forest fires in California to date this year have passed 


the million dollar mark in damages, according to a recent 
report received by the Automobile Club of Southern Califor- 
nia. 
To date there have been 1,261 fires, with a total damage 


estimated at 51,030.000. A total acreage of 364,731 is in- 
cluded in the burned area. The heaviest loss was in grain, 
which totaled $578.057. 


The tragic part of this record, according to automobile 


club officials, is that more than half of these fires were due 
to careless smokers. This high percentage continues to main- 
tain in spite of repeated warnings, appeals and arrests.

Visitor Recounts 


Tragic History 


of Bulgaria 


Mv. and Mrs. Nicola D. Economoff, 


of f!ofia, Bulgaria, who are visiting 
their daughter and husband, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Simeonoff, were given a 
surprise Tuesday evening by the 
members of the Covina Rebekah 
lodge, who presented the visitors 
with a handsome bouquet of fall 
flowers. 


Mr. and Mrs. Economoff speak the 


Russian language, used in Bulgaria. 
In addition, Mr. Economoff is fluent 
in German, Turkish, and Greek. Al- 
tho having spent six months in the 
United States in 1901 studying mili- 
tary tactics on the Atlantic coast, 
he does not converse in English. 


A retired army officer, Mr. Econo- 


moff has mlieh of interest to tell 
regarding the political and economic 
conditions of his native country. He 
speaks of its wonderful progress in 
its fifty years of liberty from the 
Turkish yoke, of its fine churches 
and excellent school system, its op- 
era singers and encouragement given 
the arts. He points out tho strategic 
position of this small empire, hold- 
ing, as it does, the pathway between 
eastern Asia and western Europe, 
with the ever-jealous eyes of ad- 
joining countries upon it. 


Aligned, as it was, with Germany, 


a heavy indemnity burden was plac- 
ed upon it, under which the country 
is patiently struggling, and its pro 
gross will not be normal until this 
debt has been wiped out. This Ger- 
man alignment, formed prior to the 
war, 
Mr. Economoff points out, was 


not made to oppose other nations in 
the world conflict, but to find protec- 
tion from surrounding nations and 
to maintain its stand that Mace 
donia, once under the Bulgarian flag, 
rightfully belonged to it.
